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Sewage I’lan 
Is Discussed 
By Chamber 

Important Subject I'nder Dis¬ 
cussion at iMonday 
.Meeting 

New Menil)ers Are Added to 
Chamber of Commerce 
During Week 

The Metropolitan Sewer District 
No. 7, of wliich Sierra .Maiire is 
now a part, was the major sul)- 
ject of discussion at tlie .Monday 
niplit meeting: of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

District No, 7 comprises the in¬ 
corporated cities of South Pasa¬ 
dena, .Alhambra, .Monterey Park, 
San {Jahriel, San .Marino, Kl .Mon¬ 
te, Monrovia, .Arcadia, .Azusa, 
Glendora, Covina, a portion of 
We.st Covina and Sierra Madre, 
and the unincorporated towns of 
P’lintridjre, .Altadena, Temple, Wil- 
mar, Rosemead and Baldwin Park. 
In the Ui2r) bond election the cities 
of Sierra .Madro, Arc.adia, Monro- 
vi.'i, .Azusa and Glendora voted 
against the bonds by a majoiity 
sufficient to overcome the favor¬ 
able vote in the other cities. 

The plan calls for an outfall 
sewer to the ocean, and the orip:- 
inal plan was to pipe the raw 
sewape into a trunk line, to he 
discharped itito the oci an. Oppo¬ 
sition to this plan luis resulted in 
a modificatioti whicli rails for a 
(eduction plant, which would re¬ 
sult into the discharpe of chem¬ 
ically pure water into the ocean. 

It is contendt'd l)y experts that 
the valley can ill alfoiil to dis- 
charip' the water into the ocean, 
anil that the only sidution to the 
problem is to l)uild plants to re¬ 
claim tl\e sewape for fertilizer, 
allowinp tlie rhlorinated water to 
return to the pround. 

Sierra .Madre has tliiee courses 
of action, to join the Pasailtma 
sewer di.strict, to comliine with 
.Arcadia and Monrovia in a tri- 
city disposal plant, or to continue 
in the uietropolitan district. 

After lenpthy discu.ision, Pres- 
f ident Klunk announced a com¬ 
mittee to attend a nieetinp of the 
county supervi.sors and repre.senla- 
lives of the various cities alfected I 
at Maripold Gardens, Tuesday 
niplit.

School Authority Agrees the 
Public Should Know 
School Costs

William John Cooper, state ' 
school superintendent, has come 
out in favor of the proposed ;

which in effect requires school dis- ! 
tricts to make annual publication | 
of their finances. | ,j. 

This measure was introduced at ] 
the last session of the legislature , 
by a Southern California legisla- j jg 
tor, and at once found the sup- j 
port of the newspapers of the | p, 
state. And ju.st as quickly it was 
attacked by the school lobby, then ,, 
headed by Supt. Will C. Wood, 
and defeated. The basi;? of the 
fight, was that it was backed by [ 
the newspapers of the state for i j, 
their financial benefit, and although f, 
many of the publishers agreed [ 
to print the statement without ^ 
cost the bill failed of passage. 

If there is one class in the coun¬ 
try which does not deseiwe such • 
an attack as was made upon it, j 
it is the newspapers. They give 
more of their space and their 
money than any other class of 
business in the world. Every pub¬ 
lic enterprise finds the newspapers 
cheerfully giving of their stock in 
trade to make it succeeil. For 
all they have to sell is white j 
space, and when they give it a- 
way, their revenue is not only 
reduced but their expense is great¬ 
ly increased. 

As to the necessity for a pub¬ 
lic knowledge of school finances, 
there has never been any uoubt. ^ 
And we say this without the F 
slightest intention of reflecting 
either upon the administration of ‘ 
the schools—of school directors 
or school teachers. . 

The schools spesnd something J 
like two-thirds of the money 
raised by public taxation, and they ^ 
are the one governmental branch, ' 
which under the present law, is ' 
not required to make a public 
accounting. The county, the muni- ' 
cipality, the irrigation district, ’ 
the state, is required by law to 
publicly report its receipts and 
expenditures. 

For its own good the school 
district should do the same. Wher¬ 
ever there is secrecy there is sus¬ 
picion. With the huge sums spent 
yearly on education, it is but na¬ 
tural for the taxpayer to wonder 
at the cause of the continued in¬ 
crease. 

The expenditures, we have no 
doubt, are as a usual thing, neces¬ 
sary and legitimate. There may 
be times when a question may 
be raised as to the expediency of 
certain outlays, but as a rule the 
people are willing to trust the 
men and women who represent 
them in the administration of 
school affairs. 

We never have been able to dis¬ 
cover any valid reason for ob¬ 
jection to publication of school 
financial report, and we want to 
extend out congratulations to Supt. 
Cooper for his statement that the 
proposed measure is based upon 
“principles that .seem sound.”— 
The Newport News. 

Hitch Hikers Are 
Under Regulation 
In New Hampshire' 

“Hitch hikers” have become so 
numerous on the highways that 
some states are planning to place 
them under special legal restric¬ 
tions. Under a bill introduced in 
the New Hampshire legislature, 
hitch hikers will be compelled to 
pay $3.20 annually for a hitch 
hiking license. If traveling by 
night they would be obliged to 
carry head lights and a tail light. 

The bill is specific in banning 
all manner of soliciting without 
a proper license. Hitch hikers 
would be required fo wear a paste¬ 
board sign advertising the des¬ 
tination they hope to reach. Vio¬ 
lation of any provi.sion in the act 
would cost the hiker $13.10.

But it was the desert 1 started 
to talk about. Sliding down the 
long grade thru Cabazon and 
Whitewati-r, we begin to rtalize 
that the comparatively narrow 
valley is widening out. .And at 
Garnet (formerly Palm Springs 
station) we realize that we are 
right out in the middle of a wide 
valley. 

Three or four miles to the south 
is Palm Springs village and the 
famous new hotel. Behind it rises 
Mt. San Jacinto, more than 9000 
feet higher than the floor of the 
valley, a rocky slope steeper and 
more inacce.ssible than the famous 
ea.st wall of the High Sierras on 
the Owen.s Valley side. Deep 
.snow mantles the heights and fills 
the crevices, the rock.s and trees 
below the timber line standing 
out sharply against the white. 

■Away off to the north stretches 
Ihe valley. The long slope rises 
to the rounded, barren mountains 
circling the bowl. Sparse grease- 
wood dots the sandy waste, if you 
want to call it tliat.

\ Discarded Beach— 

Garnet was named for Garnet 
Hill which ri.ses in the middle of 
the valley. Somebody found a 
garnet there, once, we were told. 
It would not be surprising. For 
the hill is strewn with the queer¬ 
est mixture of rocks I ever saw 
in one place. Igneous formations, 
conglomerates indicating upheav¬ 
als and the fusing of rocks from 
widely separated aeons call for the 
geologists’ lore. Half way up the 
hill the samLs of what was once 
a .sea beach crop out. Here and 


I tiiere are fragments of big .sea 
shells, left from a time when 
that was the bottom of the sea. 

I After while we are hungry 
from our rocky rambles and pull 
olf a little way from the road 
to spread the noonday meal. There 
are no bugs or crawling tilings 
and the sand is clean—much more 
attractive than beach sand for 
seasoning the boiled eggs. 

But we are too near the high¬ 
way and the procession of speed¬ 
ing ears. So we follow a ram¬ 
bling track off thru the brush to 
the north. It is a surprisingly , 
good road. There is more sub- ! 
stance to the sandy soil than first j 
ajipears. '

The Water is There— 

Here and there we can see dis- , 
tant bunches of native palms. Tlie i 
thick brush around them indicates ; 
water near the surface. Our , 
pioneers tells the depth at vari- ‘ 
ous points, very surprising. 

Tamarisk trees, apparently a re¬ 
cent importation, have proven ii ; 
Godsend for a quick-growing wind- i 
break. Only a few of the scat- ' 
tered settlers have started to use i 
them. j 

.As we approach the “bench” to- I 
ward the north side of the valley, i 
a steep declivity of 10 to 20 foot I 
marks the old San .Andreas earth- | 
quake fault. It runs along the , 
mountains for some distance. I I 
lemember seeing it again along I 
the west slope of the Owens V’al- 
ley. It started near San .Andreas | 
in the San Francisco hay region. , 
making a hig readjustment in Cal¬ 
ifornia landscape in the late sev¬ 
enties.

MKASUUING GROWTH 

How much a child should wei^h 
for his height and apre is a ((ues- 
tion parents are interosG^d in hav¬ 
ing: solved. 

The American Child Health As¬ 
sociation has secured valuable in¬ 
formation the past year on better 
methods of measurinjc growth and 
nutrition. After measuring: SOOO 
children thruout the United States, 
definite conclusions are reached 
that height alone is not enout;h 
of a measure to iletermine the 
weiffht of a child at a pciven aijc. 
The breadth of his hips, the depth 
and the width of his chest have as 
much siffiiificance as his height in 
determining what he should weigh 
for his age. 

■According to these findings a 
child who may he classed as un¬ 
derweight or ovei weight for his 
height may not he when roni- 
pareii with children of the same 
kind of bone framework. Much of 
the variation from average weight 
is thought to he due to differences 
in skeleGil width and depth. 

From this study a new method 
has been worked out to determine 
more accurately weight, height, 
breailth of chest, width of chest 
and width of hips, all are to he 
considered in their relation to the 
weight of a child. 

Advice is given for the [iresent 
that we may well give more at¬ 
tention to individual gain in 
weight during the year and less 
attention to the classifying of 
children in terms of percent un¬ 
derweight and overweight.

TIPS TO MOTORISTS 

I Hot water readily transfers its 
heat to the metal of the radiator 
core when the latter is clean. 
Flushing the cooling system with 
water or alkaline solution is con¬ 
ducive to the efficiency of any 
automobile. 

A rear sight mirror is necessary 
on every car for driving safety, 
and the rear body glass should 
always be kept clean for effective 
u.se of the mirror. A rear sight 
mirror should be carefully selected 
for some of them on the market 
have a tendency to reduce or 
magnify the size of objects. 

A slipping or grabbing clutch 
should he adju.sted as soon as 
noticed, for the sooner the ailjust- 
nient is made the longer the 
plates and facings will wear. A 
clutch that grabs hard causes un- 
liue strain on all working parts 
between the clutch and the wheels 
and in fact, a grabbing clutch has 
caused chi[>ping or breaking off 
of pinion or master gear teeth 
and twisting off of rear axle 
shafts. 

Having front wheels properly! 
aligned does not always stop un-! 
even wearing of front tires. Con-1 
cave spots about the entire tire | 
are often caused by worn king | 
or stearing and connecting rod 
bushing and pins. These worn 
parts result in front wheel “shim¬ 
my”. This i.s often hardly noticed 
on heavier cars, but it neverthe¬ 
less i|uickly wears tires. 

B.'ink balances as well as clutch i 
suffer from the pei nicious habit I 
of some motorists or "riding the' 
clutch”, or allow ing the weight i 
of the left foot to rest steadily ; 
upon the clutch pedal while driv- j 
ing. Some drivers emphatically ■ 
hold that tio pressure is applied 
when they rest their foot on the 
pedal, hut if the force of the 
foot on the clutch could he meas¬ 
ured they would he surprised. 
When the driver’s mind is on oth- ; 
or things, considerable weight can i 
he applied to the clutch, with the 
result that the facings and plates 
.soon wear out and bring ou an- ’ 
other repair hill.
